Trump carves up acreage 
at Utah national monuments 


Unprecedented 
move gains 
praise from 
conservatives

SALT LAKE CiTy — Pres- 
ident Donald Trump an- 
nounced Monday that he is 
drastically scaling back two 
national monuments estab- 
lished in Utah by his Demo- 
cratic predecessors, the larg- 
est reduction of public lands 
protection in U.S. history. 
Trump’s move to shrink 
the Bears Ears and Grand 
Staircase-Escalante na- 
tional monuments by more 
than 1.2 million acres and 
more than 800,000 acres, 
respectively, immediately 
sparked an outpouring of 
praise from conservative 
lawmakers as well as ac- 
tivists’ protests outside the 
White House and in Utah. 
It also plunges the Trump 
administration into un- 
charted legal territory since 
no president has sought to 
modify monuments estab- 
lished under the 1906 An-

tiquities Act in more than 
half a century. 

His decision removes 
more than 2 million acres 
from the two sites, which 
potentially could now be 
leased for energy explora- 
tion or opened for specific 
activities such as motorized 
vehicle use. 

“You know best how 
to conserve these lands 
for many, many years to 
come,” Trump told a rally 


in Salt Lake City. 
Conservatives have long 
sought to curb a presi- 
dent’s unilateral power to 
safeguard federal lands 
and waters under the law, 
a practice that both Demo- 
crats and Republicans have 
pursued since it was enacted 
under Theodore Roosevelt. 
The issue has been a flash 
point in the West, where 
some residents feel the fed- 
eral government already im-

poses too many restrictions 
on development while oth- 
ers, including tribal officials, 
feel greater protections of 
ancient sites are needed. 

Even before Trump made 
the announcement as part 
of a day trip to the state, 
National Cattlemen’s Beef 
Association Craig Uden was 
hailing the resized designa- 
tions.

Cordray to announce candidacy today

Richard Cordray will of- 
ficially announce his can- 
didacy for governor today 
in Grove City, expanding 
the Democratic field to six 
candidates, according to a 
Cordray adviser. 

Cordray, the former direc- 
tor of the Consumer Finan- 
cial Protection Bureau, has 
been the subject of months 
of speculation surround- 
ing the race to succeed 
term-limited Republican 
Gov. John Kasich. His Nov. 
15 announcement that he 
was leaving his post at the 
CFPB heightened the antici- 
pation of his arrival into the 
race. 

His announcement 
comes on the heels of the 
announcement that Repub- 
lican Attorney General Mike 
DeWine and Secretary of 
State Jon Husted are join-

The Cleveland Clinic has 
raised more than $50 mil- 
lion in honor of Dr. Toby 
Cosgrove, who leaves his 
post as Clinic CEO and 
president at the end of the 
year.

“The money raised 
through this campaign 
will expand on the monu- 
mental contributions Toby 
has made in revolutioniz- 
ing healthcare and will 
strengthen Cleveland Clin- 
ic’s position as a pioneer in 
medicine,” Rich said in a 
statement. 

More than 300 people 
donated to the Cosgrove 
Transformation Cam- 
paign, which is part of the 
Cleveland Clinic’s Power of 
Every One $2 billion cam- 
paign, the Clinic said. 

The Power of Every One 
is a seven-year fundraising 
effort, its largest to date, 
which will pay for build- 
ing projects, training and 
research for the region’s 
largest employer through 
its 100th anniversary in 
2021. 

It started in 2014. 

The Cosgrove Trans- 
formation Campaign will 
continue, Rich said at the 
Saturday event. 

Dr. Tomislav Mihaljevic, 
currently CEO of Cleve- 
land Clinic Abu Dhabi, 
will become CEO and pres- 
ident effective Jan. 1.

Court OKs 
travel ban 
pending 
appeals 


Ruling a major win 
for Trump on policy

WASHINGTON — The 
Supreme Court gave Pres- 
ident Donald Trump a sig- 
nificant victory Monday, 
ruling he may put his full 
travel ban into effect while 
legal appeals are being 
weighed in lower courts. 

The decision, with only 
two dissents, strongly sug- 
gests the justices believe 
the current version of 
Trump’s broad travel ban 
does not exceed his pow- 
ers under the immigration 
laws and does not reflect 
unconstitutional religious 
discrimination against 
Muslims. 

The justices issued an 
order Monday afternoon 
saying they had stayed or 
blocked lower court deci- 
sions that prevented full 
enforcement of the ban. 
Justices Ruth Bader Gins- 
burg and Sonia Sotomayor 
dissented. 
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
